[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 2.—[Spe- 
clal.j]—Transfer of the functions of 
the shipping board to an executive de- 
partment is recommended by the 
Walsh committee of the house in its 
fina] report, made public today. 

The committee expresses the opinion 
that what is needed is more centraliza. 
tion of administrative authority than 
can be had with a large board.

asserted. Delays took place, it is de- 
clared, as a result of mistakes of judg- 
ment, lack of supervision, and a desire 
to speed up and accomplish results 
without counting the cost.

However, the committee concludes 
that, considering the program as a 
whole, “‘the accomplishments, in the 
number of ships constructed, the ton- 
nage secured, and the time within 
which the ships were completed and 


delivered, constitute the most remark- | 
able achievement in shipbuilding the

It is declared that evidence taken by 
the committee shows that American 
shippers are handicapped by require- 
ments of existing laws. 

The committee declares that it found 
no evidence “to prove that dishonest 
or fraudulent motives actuated any 
member of the shipping board or any 
member of the board of trustees of the 
Emergency Fleet corporation.” 

The general trend of the report is 
that, considering the war emergency 
and the gigantic undertaking, waste 
and extravagance were inevitable.
